Columbia, S. C., December 
Mortimer N. King, of Canton, N. C., 
and Frank Harrell, of Union county, 
South Carolina, were electrocuted at 
the state peniteniary here shortly aft- 
er 6 o'clock this morning for the mur- 
der of Major Samuel H. McLeary, just 
off the Raleigh-Columbia highway on 
July 2, last. : 

Both had previously confessed to 
having formed the plot to rob a pass- 
ing tonrist, which resulted in the death 
of the major after he had given them 
a ride in his automobile. 

Although King had confessed to hav- 
ing fired the fatal shots, Harrell was 
the first to be led into the death 
chamber, being electrocuted at 6:22 
a. Mm. King was seated in the chair

16 minutes later, 
Substantiate Confessions. 


Strapped successiveiy in the chair, | 


each of the condemned men substan- 
tiated his confession to the robbery, 
although Harrell] maintained that his 
complicity did not warrant his being 
given the death penalty. 

The death warrant was read at 5:30 
oclock by the captain of the prison 
guard. Harrell was led into the death 
chamber at 6:15 a. m. and asked to 
make his final statement. Reaffirming 
his trust in divine mercy, he said: 

“I’ve beat a lot of people out of 
money, a lot of cotton mills, but I 
want to tell you one thing, I have 
had as good a mother and father as 
any of you. I realize I have sinned, 
but I have not done enough to place 
me where I am today.” 

At 6:22 a. m. the current of 1,900 
volts, 13 amperes, was turned on for 
the space of a minute, and four min- 
utes, ten seconds later he was pro 
nounced dead by three prison physi- 
cians, 

King was led in shortly afterward 
and strapped to the chair. 

“I’m very sorry to have to sit down 
this way this morning before you peo- 
ple,” he declared in clear, even tones. 
“*T realize my sins have brought me to 
this place, but it can’t he helped now.”

a system of common sense farm 
economics, than by federal legis- 
lation and more federal credits. 

He proved himself to be an 
earnest, logical, powerful ddvocate 
of cooperative marketing. 


THE MARKET TREND. 

The trend of prices in the stock 
and securities markets is regarded 
as the indication of the trend of 
business in the future; and from 
the present trend of the stock mar- 
ket an era of prosperity such as has 
not been seen for several years is 
apparently ahead of us. 

It is the general opinion of ob- 
servers that the stock market is now 
discounting this era of prosperity 
with a most sensational advance that 
has not slighted a single class of 
securities.

“courses” are), all for the rediculous- 
ly low price of $12, heeds the we 
sma voice of his Scotch extraction and 
asks whether I would advise him to 
“try the treatment.” In the circular 
announcing this remarkable “special 
offer for this month” the prospective 
sucker is informed that the habitual 
use of the glorified syringe is “the 
one treatment which keeps the blood 
pure and free from the poison of au- 
to-intoxication ; something which 
drugs have never been successful in 
accom plishing.”’ 

The inventr and instigator of the 


scheme of selling the great American 
Wisenheimer, qa crude kind of rectal 
syringe at about 10 times its value, 
has been exposed as an all around 
mail order charlatan who has at one 
time or another exploited gullible vie- 
tims of defective vision with a fake 
sight restorer consisting of a bit of 


tubing with a bulb attached. Although 
this charlatan has claimed in his 
fraudulent ads that he is the inven- 
tor of the syringe he sells, the patent 
office records show that another man 
invented the syringe and assigned the 
patent to the quack. 

There is no limit apparently, to the 
lengths a master mail order crook can 
go without exciting suspicion in the 
mind of Mr. Wisenheimer. This chap 
assures his creduleus victims that ap- 
oplexy, consumption, Bright’s disease, 
syphilis and cancers “all have their 
origin in the colon.” Having uttered 
that falsehood witheut driving away 
any trade he summons his nerve and 
springs the final asininity, which the 
great American Wisenheimer evidently 
accepts in all seriousness: “there is 
only one diseases, and that is auto-in- 
toxication,.” 

Constipation by another name, a 
more impressive name—to the mind of 
the half informed and misinformed. 
Auto intoxication is qa theory, not a 
condition. So far as any known poi 
sonous or injurious effect upon 
system is concerned, constipation is 
usually a harmless condition. Dis- 
comfort it may cause; disease it does 
not cause. 

There is much more in the psyche- 
logical effect of constipation under the 
misleading name of “auto intoxica- 
tion” than most people realize. The 
malaise, headache and other unpleas- 
ant symptoms which victims of the 
auto-intoxication obsession experience 
when, the syringe is out of order or 
the customary evacuation is delayed 
for any reason, are mainly due to anx- 
iety or worry.

Washington, December 5.—The au- 
thority of congress to compel attend- 
ance of witnesses and production of 
evidence before its committees was 
defended in the supreme court today 
by former Attorney Genera] George 


W. Wickersham, and attacked by A. 
I. Vorys, counsel for Mal S. Daugh- 
erty, brother of the former attorney 
general, whose administration was un- 
der senate investigation at the last 
session. 

Mr. Daugherty, who is president of 
the Midland National bank at Wash- 
ington Court House, Ohio, was ar- 
rested on a senate warrant after 
he had refused access to certain rec- 
ords of his bank to the investigating 
committee. He was released from ar- 
rest under this warrant by the Ueited 
States district court of southern Ohio, 
and the case was brought before the 
supreme court on the government’s 
appeal. 

Mr. Wickersham argued that the 
power of congress to compel attend- 
ance of witnesses and production of 
evidence was complete and beyond 
question when the information songht 
by a committee was of such char- 
acter that it might aid congress 10 
framing legislation. 

Mr. Vorys insisted in his argu- 
ment that the senate was usurping 
the functions of the judicial branch 
of the government when it ordered 
the arrest of Daugherty and that the 
purpose of the investigation was to 
determine the guilt of the attorney 
general and arraign him before the 
har of publie opinion.

CIPRIANO CASTRO, 
OF VENEZUELA, Dts 


BY THE ASSCCIATED PRESS. 

San Juan, P. R., December 5.— 
General Cipriano Castro, the man 
who for almost 10 years as dictator 
held the destinies of Venezuela in his 
hand, was buried here late this after- 
noon in alien, but not unfriendly 
soil, shrouded in the flag of his na- 
tive land from which he was an 
exile, 

General Castro died at midpight 
Thursday from hemorrhage of the 
stomach after a lingering illness. 

The last rites over the body of 
the one-time dictator «were simple 
This was due to the fact that his 
family desired a quiet funeral. Lope 
Bello, a Venezuelan exile, 
an oration at the grave, to which the 
body was borne by nephews of Cas- 
tro after a service in the. Catholic 
church. 

Guns Fire As He Is Buried. 

As relatives of the dead man were 
placing wreaths on the newly-made 
mound, the sunset gun at the army 
post at El Morro, which overlooks the 
old cemetery, was fired and _ the 
Stars and Stripes were lowered, giv- 
ing to the scene a suggestion of the 
honors which once were Castro’s. 

A. member of General Castro’s fam- 
ily said today that although he fre- 
quently had been urged to attempt to 
return to Venezuela and make an ef- 
fort to regain the reins of government, 
he always refused to do so. 

Although it was reported that Cas- 
tro had large fortunes in Europe, 
especially in Germany, he lived here 
in modest style. 

The big period in General Castro’s 
life began in 1899, when at the head 
of a successful revolution he drove 
out President Andrade and entered 
Caracas, October 24. From then on 
until the coun by which he was un- 


seated in 1908, he held full sway in 

Venezuela, although his persistently 

belligerent disposition led him and 

his country into many stormy periods. 
Defied Big Powers. 

Besides contending with several 
powerful revolutionary movements at 
home, he had to face the combined 
action against him by sea of Ger- 
many, Great .Britain, France and 
Italy in 1902 for the purpose of 
making Venezuela comply with the 
demands made by those powers for 
fulfillment of obligations. 

Since his exclusion from his own 
country by the triumph of Gomez, 
Castro had traveled much, finally 
taking up his Porto Rican residence. 

For a time he lived in Madrid, and 
in 1913 he attempted to enter the 
United States. He succeeded in doing 
so under bond, but after two months 
he was barred as an undesirable alien 
when he appeared for the right to re- 
side in this country and was perma- 
nently denied by the United States 
courts. 

Castro was the son of a stock- 
raiser in the Andes near the Colom- 
bian border of Venezuela.

WILL SUCCEED SHANKS

Brigadier General Dennis E. No- 
lan, deputy chief of staff of the war 
department, formerly commander of 
the intelligence division of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces curing the 
world war, will succeed Major Gen- 
eral David C. Shanks, as commander 
of the Fourth corps area, on Janu: 
ary 17, according to announcement 
Friday. 

The appointment was made follow- 
ing recommendation by Secretary 
Weeks for the promotion of General 
Nolan to the rank of major general, 
effective January 18, 1925. 

The newly appointed commander 
was born in New York city, April 
292 1872. entering West Point Ser- 
tember 1, 1892. He was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant June 12, 
1896. He steadily rose in rank until 
he became brigadier genera] during 
the war. He hae been deputy chief 
of staff since September .13, 1924.
